Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance are based on the inclusion of: 

a. In Claim 1 , an acceleration detecting device for detecting the direction of 
acceleration accompanying rotation of the corresponding tire, wherein each 
transmitter wirelessly transmits data containing data representing the condition of 
the tire detected by the condition detecting device and data representing the 
direction of the acceleration detected by the acceleration detecting device] a 
receiver that determines the position of the tire in which the transmitter that is the 
source of the data is provided based on the levels of received signals each sent 
from the first reception antenna and the second reception antenna. 

b. In Claim 9, the acceleration detecting step for detecting the direction of 
acceleration accompanying rotation of the corresponding tire, wherein data 
containing data representing the detected condition of the tire and cfafa 
representing the detected condition of the tire and data representing the detected 
direction of the acceleration is wirelessly transmitted] and a second step, 
wherein, when the data of the first step is received, the position of the tire is 
determined based on the level of a signal related to the received data.
